Agricultural workers on 
the relief rolls of the SERA 
in Orange county were being 
informed today that they are 
to go into the fields and ac¬ 
cept jobs awaiting them, or 
they will be dropped from 
the relief lists. 

Every person registered with 
the SERA must also register with 
the National Re-employment serv¬ 
ice here by May 10 or be dropped 
frofn the relief rolls. 

These stringent orders r .ulted 
f -om protests aired * stern. ’ by 
beet growers represent ng 0 of 
the 8000 aere3«of beet lr* . .n this 
county. The growers met in the 
Farm bureau offices here and 
later conferred with the SERA 
couny commitee. They contended 
that because the field workers 
could receive more money by re¬ 
maining with the SERA they were 
refusing to take jobs in the beet 
fields. Farmers were facing possi¬ 
ble ruin of their crops unless they 
could get labor promptly, they 
said. 

At a meeting presided over by S. 
W. McColloch, representing the 
SERA, the farmers aired their 
protests. They said that they have 
asked the SERA for workers but 
that the laborers have replied in 
only a dilatory manner. They also 
alleged that when workers do 
come, they do not atempt to give 
satisfaction. 

It was pointed out to them that 
the SERA is in a peculiar position 
in that it is not an employment 
service. For this reason, Director 
T H. Halloran said today that a 
co-ordination service is being 
worked out between the SERA 
and the National Re-employment 
service headed here by Charles 
Fallert, so that a close check can 
be kept on this situation. 

The gist of the agreement 
reached late yesterday is three¬ 
fold- First, all agricultural labor 
will be separated from the relief 
rolls between today and May 10. 
After May 15, no agricultural la¬ 
bor will be permitted to return to 
the SERA rolls provided that "ev¬ 
ery honest effort has been exer¬ 
cised by the workers to secure a 
job and that by the class of work 
he performs, he demonstrates ev- 
every effort to hold the same.” 

The agreement was made upon 
the assurance of the Farm bureau 
and other interests that approxi¬ 
mately 900 workers can soon be 
absorbed in agricultural pursuits 
and that they will be assured the 
possibility of earning not less than 
$2.0212 per nine-hour day. It also 
is provided that if a going rate is 
paid for any class of work, which 
is higher than $2.02 c,, then the 
agricultural industry agrees to 
meet this rise. 


Purchase of the Ramona 
building, representing the 
largest local real estate deal 
completed in Santa Ana dur¬ 
ing the last six months, was 
disclosed today. 

The property, at Fifth and 
Sycamore streets, was acquired 
by James Irvine, Sr., from L. D. 
Mercereau. Although the deed 
was recorded April 25, the trans¬ 
action had not come to public no¬ 
tice until today. 

No figures were released by the 
principals or Mel Trickey, the 
agent. Real estate men, however, 
generally concede the Ramona 
property is worth $100,00 in 
terms of present market values. 
The sale involved an exchange of 
34 residential acres near Eagle 
Rock owned for some time by Ir¬ 
vine. 

The deal was significant be¬ 
cause it indicated to Santa An- 
ans the attitude of Irvine, owner 
of vast Orange county holdings, 
toward local properties. This is 
the second large business proper¬ 
ty purchase he has made here re¬ 
cently; six months ago he ac¬ 
quired the 100 by 125 feet piece 
on me southeast comer of Sixth 
and Broadway, from E. F. Wick- 
ersheim. These two deals joined 
with a marked revival in other 
forms of real estate buying, no¬ 
tably citrus groves, indicate a 
sure stride to recovery, represen¬ 
tative dealers said. 

The Ramona building is a two- 
story brick structure strongly re¬ 
inforced with stec ,. It was built 
in 1922 by Mercereau who has 
owned it since i.hat time and has 
rented it for store and office pur¬ 
poses. The land has a frontage 
of 100 feet on Sycamore street 
and 112 feet on Fifth street and 
valuation on such property is 
placed by appraisers at about 
$.j00 a front foot. 

The Federal Finance company 
occupies the corner room on the 
ground floor‘and spaces are rent¬ 
ed to shops and offices in other 
ground floor positions. 

Irvine plans to make alterations 
and improvements, he has said. 
He plans to install a high class 
elevator and to refinish the inte¬ 
rior, it is understood. Later, fin¬ 
ishing and redivision of the base¬ 
ment space may be undertaken. 
No alterations are contemplated 
in the lower framework of struc¬ 
tural steel nor of the framework 
of eight by eight timbers support¬ 
ing the upper floor. At present 
there are 32 office rooms upstairs 
and eight compartments on the 
ground floor.

“I lost forever the asthma which 
had troubled me greatly for many 
years. No wonder I’m loyal to 
California.” 


One century ago, while The 
Beaver, first steamship to brave 
the Pacific, was launched at Lon¬ 
don, a deaf-mute inventor in the 
United States was manufacturing 
a wooden yarn winder. 

A year Defore the gold rush 
started in California, an Indianan 
made two little shoes for his son, 
who died in 'forty-nine. 

While massacre in Texas was 
creating the bywords: "Remember 
the Alamo!” a pioneer woman in 
Indiana was eating her meals with 
a deer horn-handled steel fork. 

Prized Relics 

Today the yarn winder, shoes 
and fork are prized relics of H. I. 
Pearson, Santa Ana shoemaker 
and descendant of the three in¬ 
dividuals mentioned above. 

Pearson uses his shop windows 
as an amateur museum in which 
from time to time various Santa 
Anans display their antiques and 
curios. 

The yarn winder he has is op¬ 
erated like an umbrella and ex¬ 
pands to whatever sized skein of 
yarn is desired. Its maker, Henry 
Pearson, invented an old fashioned 
two-valve wooden pump, used even 
in late years in the middlewest. 

Deerskin strips bind and wooden 
pegs secure the soles of the child's 
shoes made by Pearson's grand¬

Rentals of better class houses 
are improving because building 
during the past five years has not 
kept pace with normal population 
growth. Also, government funds 
have made better housing avail¬ 
able to many who have wanted 
it for some time. 

Charles Aubrey, Federal Farm 
Loan bank appraiser observed that 
Valencia groves now sell for about 
8500 an acre more than a year 
ago. In reviewing crop reports 
for the past five years, he found 
that valencias brought higher 
prices than other fruit during Lhe 
period. He attributes buyer con¬ 
fidence to that fact.

Judge H. G. Ames, who passed 
away Sunday night, were to be 
held at 2 p. m. today in the 
Smith and Tuthill chapel.

This week's rains continued to 
make orchard and vegetable crop 
irrigation unnecessary and added 
further to the million dollars di¬ 
rectly saved to Orange county 
farmers by a season rainfall of 
17.69 inches, twice greater than 
the 8.89-inch total of a year ago. 

Savings mounted in three ways. 
Early fall rains at the seasons 
start eliminated one irrigation 
then and almost none has been 
done this spring. Hence, water 
and labor savings have mounted 
to well over over $900,000. 

Secondly, the ground water 
table which started to drop in 
February last year when grow¬ 
ers started to up pump, has not 
been lowered. 

Finally, continued wet 
weather and the absence of 
desert winds which blow in drier 
years, has kept the trees in 
much healthier condition this 
year. 

Added Expense 

Bean growers in Orange county 
wtee among the few who were 
put to added expense by wet 
weather. Some had prepared their 
tields for planting, only to have 
tile rain undo their work. 

Calculations of the savings re¬ 
sultant from non-irrigation were 
made from figures supplied by 
Farm Advisor H. C. Wahlberg. 
Citrus groves and vegetable lands 
require on the average, three acre 
inches of water per irrigation and 
walnuts need twice that amount. 
A survey made in 1934 shows the 
average cost of water on all farm 
lands to be 85 cents per acre foot 
and the cost of preparing the 
ground and spreading the water 
two dollars per acre. 

Cost Per Acre 

These figures make the cost per 
acre for irrigating citrus and 
vegetable lands, two dollars for 
labor and $2.55 for water. The 
walnut cost is two dollars for la¬ 
bor and $5.10 for water.

Persons interested in the proj¬ 
ect today were nursing Santa 
Ana's embryonic oil field with 
considerable care, hopeful that a 
lease on 1000 acres west of the 
city may yet be completed with 
the Continental Oil company. 

Four or five property owners in 
the area, however, are understood 
to have refused to enter the com¬ 
munity lease, and the city council 
has not yet fel' that it was pro¬ 
per for it to include Santa Ana’s 
seven acres in the proposed devel¬ 
opment under present conditions. 

It is understood that the oil 
company has temporarily with¬ 
drawn from active participation 
while local residents interested in 
the matter are trying to complete 
the negotiations. The oil concern 
is interested in the lease only if 
the area can be signed up. 

It takes the position that if 
there is an unleased "island” in 
the center of its leased property, 
such an area might be lased later 
to another firm if the Continen¬ 
tal should strike oil on its own 
holdings. This would necessitate 
driling offset wells by the Conti¬ 
nental which would be an addi¬ 
tional expen: 1 

The city council has amended 
the zoning ordinance and the or- 
u.nance against drilling within 
the city, so as to permit opera¬ 
tions in th proposed field. Ac¬ 
cording to Councilman William 
Penn, however, the council is not 
convinced tnat it can leaglly lease 
city property for the purpose. If 
a well were brought to production 
on city property, the private land 
owners in the lease would receive 
part of the royalties accruing. 
The c..y and its taxpayers would 
receive pare, of royalties also, but 
the council f Is it is questionable 
whether private land owners 
should profit by an oil lease on 
city land, Penn indicated. The 
council also would prefer, if it en¬ 
ters any lease agreement, that the 
term should not b long- - than its 
term of office. 

Penn said yesterday that he felt 
it was still possible that some sat¬ 
isfactory agreement can be work¬ 
ed out.

A s irvey of building’ permits is¬ 
sued during the first four months 
of 1935 shows that the amount of 
money spent for construction pur¬ 
poses this year Is nearly five 
times greater than for the same 
period in 1934. During the period 
ending May 1 last year, 178 per¬ 
mits were granted at a total val¬ 
uation of $95,173, the total for 
the first four months this year is 
250 permits granted with a valua¬ 
tion of $494,657. 

Permits granted for construc¬ 
tion in April of this year more 
than double the number granted 
in the same month in 1834. Last 
month’s total was 79 permits is¬ 
sued with a valuation of $64,336. 
There were only 29 permits grant¬ 
ed for April last year with a total 
valuation of $39,778. 

During the month of April this 
year, there were eight permits for 
construction of single residences, 
31 for alterations, 35 for re-roof¬ 
ing, three for business buildings, 
and one for the construction of a 
poultry house. For the four- 
month period ending May 1 of 
this year, permits for the con¬ 
struction of single residences to¬ 
taled 25; alteration, 117; re-roof¬ 
ing, 90; advertising panels, eight; 
business buildings, three; one per¬ 
mit for construction of a ward at 
a dog hospital, and one permit for 
the construction of a poultry 
house. Two permits for the con¬ 
struction of school buildings were 
granted with a valuation of 
$330,965.

PASSES CN BILLIONS 


$84,000 Worth of Stocks and Bonds Concealed for Three 
Years, But Now Ileirs to Estate Must Pay, 
According to County Assessor 


GARDEN GROVE, May 1. — A 
summer recreational program for 
Garden Grove children will be in¬ 
vestigated by a committee named 
at a meeting of representatives of 
civic organizations at the high 
school Monday afternoon. The 
meeting was called by Mrs. L. L. 
Trickey, president of the high 
school P.-T. A., to allow R. R. 
Russick, Orange county super¬ 
visor of recreation for the SERA 
to explain the set-up for com¬ 
munity recreational programs. 

The committee composed of 
Harvey Emley, chairman,* Mrs. D. 
S. Jordan, J. G. Allen, E. M. 
Dozier and L. L. Doig, will in¬ 
vestigate and make plans for a 
program best adapted to the com¬ 
munity. Play equipment and 
playgrounds must be furnished by 
the community, the SERA furn¬ 
ishing only the directors for the 
programs.

But instead of digging up only 
this year’s taxes on the $84,000 
worth of intangibles, they will 
have to go into their pockets for 
taxes for the full three years dur¬ 
ing which the assets were not de¬ 
clared. That means they will have 
to pay the tax this year on the 
equivalent of $252,000 worth of 
stocks. 

“Such holdings are always 
brought to light when estates are 
probated,” Mr. Sleeper pointed out. 
"The assessor watches these very 


closely. Taxpayers should realize 
when they evade payments that 
they are not beating the assessor. 
They are beating their friends and 
neighbors, for these folks have to 
make up on their tax bills what 
the tax evader fails to pay. Some 
folks may dodge the assessor 
while they are alive—but there is 
always a day of reckoning.”

Bertha Kerr has asked that 
auestion some 5,625,000 times as 
“hello girl” in the telephone of¬ 
fice, bringing about more tele¬ 
phone conservations than anyone 
else in Santa Ana in the past 
quarter-century. She holds the 
long-service record in the Santa 
Ana office of the telephone com¬ 
pany. 

All phases of her work interest 
Mrs. Kerr, now a supervisor. She 
says she is "glad to be started 
on the second 25 years of service.” 

Interested Santa Anans are in¬ 
vited by the company to visit its 
office and watch the operators, 
each of whom engineers from 250 
to 325 calls an hour. Each oper¬ 
ator connects any of the 6700 local 
phone owners with whatever num¬ 
ber he happens to request. 

Speedy Service 

A yellow light flashing on the 
switchboard before her tells the 
operator her help is needed With¬ 
in- 10 seconds, according to com¬ 
pany requirements, she must “plug 
in” and make the connection, sup¬ 
ply the correct time from a dial 
clock before her, refer her party 
to long distance or information or 
to the supervisor or chief oper¬ 
ator, as the case demands. 

One qualification of a telephone 
operator is a "boarding house 
reach.” She must be able to 
stretch three feet up and five or 
more feet across the switchboard. 
She must know how to “cross 


her wires” quickly and accurately, 
according to Dorothy King, eve¬ 
ning chief operator and former 
“hello” girl. 

“People seem busiest at certain 
hours of the day,” Mrs. King says. 
“At 9:30 a. m., Mrs. Housewife 
calls her grocer to do her market¬ 
ing for the day. Around 4 p. m., 
the business houses place their 
orders by phone. At 6 p. m., hun¬ 
dreds of phones ring, and the 
ouery is: 'Where shall we go to¬ 
night?’ Again at 9 p. m., after 
the show, the operator is busy 
making connections as the sug¬ 
gestion, ‘Let's go to the dance, or 
for a ride to the beach’ goes over 
the wires." 

Week’s High Point 

“Fridays at 9:30 a. m. often 
mark the high point in the tele¬ 
phone's busy week. Local calls 
average 34,500 a day.” 

Mrs. King and Winifred Faris 
alternate as chief operators. Em¬ 
ployes in the office range in 
length of service from two to 25 
years. Three weeks’ training and 
a six-month probationary period 
under supervision await the girl 
who chooses “Number please?” as 
her daily vocal refrain.

'phone company’s construction de¬ 
partment vary the operator's ac¬ 
tivities. Short rest periods in the 
company’s recreation room relieve 
any strain on her voice.

Handles Repairs 

Mr. Bremer’s job is to keep in 
repair and working order all of 
the county’s equipment, and, take 
it from him, that covers a broad 
field. 

For instance, if a delicate sur¬ 
gical instrument in the county hos¬ 
pital gets out of whaek, Mr. 
Bremer gets it to fix. If a giant 
street roller sputters and spits and 
stalls, Mr. Bremer’s skilled hands 
give it new vim, vigor and vitality. 

If the hospital needs a new sup¬ 
ply of braces for broken bones for 
accident victims, Mr. Bremer is 
called upon to make them. From 
the delicate to the massive in 
structure under Mr. Bremer’s su¬ 
pervision are surveying instru¬ 
ments, the refrigerating plant at 
the hospital, boilers, 61 automo¬ 
biles, 13 trucks, 8 tractors, 3 street 
rollers and a steam shovel. 

Many Duties 

The crew of five men, which in¬ 
cludes Mr. Bremer, takes care of 
all of the repair work on the 
county buildings. This group has 
manufactured over 300 beds for 
the county jail, measuring devices 
for the water department, and 
sirens for the cars belonging to 
the sheriff’s department. The ma¬ 
chine shop even handles the haul¬ 
ing of all the county’s laundry and 
makes the blades for the county’s 
power lawn mower and lawn reno¬ 
vator. 

“Yes, sir,’’remarked Mr, Bremer. 
“This business of taking care of 
everything from the doctor’s scal¬ 
pel to a steam shovel certainly 
keeps a man busy.”

That the expense for each stu¬ 
dent in Orange county .schools has 
been reduced yearly since 1931 
was shown today in a school bul¬ 
letin issued for the fourth time 
by the farm bureau tax commit¬ 
tee. 

Each high school student cost 
taxpayers $251 in 1931-32, $205 
the next year, $199 last year and 
the budget allowance for'the cur¬ 
rent year is $191. 

While the secondary schools 
spent $199 on each pupil in 1933- 
34, elementary schools spent 
but $88. 

Grade Schools Higher 

Elementary school costs have 
not diminished in proportion to 
high school costs, Assistant Sup¬ 
erintendent of Schools A. F. Corey 
explained. Grade schools do not 
have much margin to scale off 
and may perhaps have reached 
about the minimum cost consist¬ 
ent with efficiency, he 3aid. 

Elementary schools spent $97 
in 1931-32, $87 the next year 
and $88 last year. An increase 
of $3 was necessary this year 
because of earthquake measures. 

One group of important figures 
for the county declined through¬ 
out: 

The average daily attendance 
in 1932-33 was 14,207 and last 
year, 13,726. 

Two years ago there was one 
teacher for every 25.5 pupils, 
last year one for every 25.2. 

Assessed valuation per oupil 
declined from $9055 to $8288 
for the same period. 

Bonded debt per pupil de¬ 
creased from $106.05 oer pupil 
to $97.52. 

The Santa Ana high school 
budget allowed $224 per pupil this 
year which was about medium for 
the county. 


Orange county is going into 
action at Sacramento next Mon¬ 
day to protect its water interests, 
it was announced today by C A 
Palmer, secretary of the Orange 
county water district. 

Opposition has developed to the 
amendment to the Orange county 
water district act recently passed 
by the senate, and a delegation 
representing the district will meet 
that opposition Monday at a meet¬ 
ing of the asembly committee now 
considering the question. 

The delegation will include C. 
Roy Browning of Tustin, member 
of the water district board of di¬ 
rectors; Paul Bailey, consulting 
engineer, and A. W. Rutan, coun¬ 
sel for the district. 

The amendment to the water 
district act gives the district the 
power to condemn water not on 
the Santa Ana river or its tribu¬ 
taries, but the district has no 
thought of using this power ex¬ 
cept where there is a surplus of 
water, not put to beneficial use. 
Opponents of the measure are 
seeking to block the rignt of con¬ 
demnation outside of this area. 
The district, under the amend¬ 
ment, could not condemn Santa 
Ana river water which is put to 
beneficial use. 

The chief interest of the district 
In the right to condemn s the 
possibility that it might wish to 
ronstruot pipe lines, canals, or 
perhaps a dam to make possible 
importation of water from outside 
Santa Ana watershed. If a dam 
were constructed, it might, be 
necessary to condemn water put 
to beneficial use, if it lay within 
the damsite. It is for this reason 
that the district is interested in 
maintaining its right to condemn. 
Without such power, construction 
of a dam, pipe line or canal fpr 
Importation might be effectually 
blocked, it is contended.

TIME OCT OF MIND 
By RACHEL MELD, M’MILLAN 

Those who enjoy books with a 
salt tang of the sea, stories of 
clipper ships and those who build 
them, and in the making, their 
own stalwart characters, will wel¬ 
come Time Out of Mind,” the 
third novel of recent months with 
a setting in Maine. 

Lovers of land and of trees, no 
less, wall cherish this book. For 
Kate Fernald is herself like a 
tree, firmly rooted though buf¬ 
feted storms and stunted by 
drought, yielding still the largesse 
of her spirit. Like a sweet russet 
>he is. even one of those on For¬ 
tune Acres which she gathered to 
sell to summer visitors. 

It was many years ago that she 
came with her mother who was 
to be housekeeper in the mother¬ 
less mansion of Major Fortune. 
Rita and Nat were her playmates: 
I loud, exquisite Rita who held 
everything dear too tightly, as the 
fortune teller said, and Nat, who 
would let luck slip out of his hand 
even when he grasped the mys¬ 
terious little black stick. 

As a child Nat was full of music 
but forbidden to touch the piano. 
All of the Fortunes had been 
shipmasters; even though steam 


superseded the beautiful “Rain¬ 
bow” Nat must be sacrificed to 
his father's pattern for him. At 
11 he was sent to sea, a shivering, 
unwilling lad, and a year later he 
returned an invalid. Devoted 
champion of her brother, Rita 
never forgave her father. Nor 
could Kate forgive herself for 
failing to see the major approach 
on that memorable day when she 
watched while the children were 
at the piano together. 

Rita and Nat escaped as soon 
ns possible but Kate remained on 
the Maine farm, out of touch 
with townspeople and not accepted 
by summer visitors. Once only 
she left to hear Nat conduct his 
own symphony in New York. 
After that they came to her. It 
was she who saw the major 
through his disaster and who com¬ 
forted Nat when he returned to 
her understanding love after the 
wretchedness of his marriage with 
its blight on his career. News¬ 
paper accounts continue the dra¬ 
matic story of how Rita charged 
Kate with responsibility for the 
death of her brother. 

Written in the first person, 
"Time Out of Mind,” has a de¬ 
lightful reminiscent flavor. Viewed 
through the eyes of this fine 
woman with a perspective of a 
cuarter of a century the char¬ 
acters stand out as clearly as 
though seen through a glass. You 
will admire Kate Fernald as you 
have Mary Peters and cherish for 
yourself the humor, courage and 
serenity of her spirit.

RATS, LICE AND HISTORY 
l*\ HANS ZINSSER, LITTLE- 
BROWN 

This is a biography of a disease. 
Typhus is the disease and a bac- 

■nologist is the hiographer. Mr 
Zinsser believes that typus lever, 
i..ore than any other disease, lends 
itself to this treatment because of 
its extraordinary parasitic cycles 
in the insect and animal worlds. 
The tragedies of individuals, the 
rise and fall of civilizations, the 
history of man, have been directly 
; related to epidemics and their 
treatment, or lack of it. Seventy- 
I five percent of the success of war¬ 
fare depend.- not on generals who 
plan the campaigns nor on the 
bravery of the soldiers fighting 
but on the efficiency of the sani¬ 
tation and engineering dpart- 
ments. 

The unappetizing scrutiny of 
bacteria and pathological pheno¬ 
mena is relieved by highly amus¬ 
ing comments by the author. For 
instance, he debates whether 
Adam and Eve were lousy and 
describes in detail the life cycle of 
this ancient parasite, the louse, 
lo which man has long been host. 

Rats present an analogy to 
man which is not flattering. So 
long have they been living to¬ 
gether and waging warfare on 
each other that they have de¬ 
veloped some of the same char¬ 
acteristics. Each is practically 
omnivorous and will eat anything 
that lets it. Individualistic, each 
tights alone or can organize 
armies. A racial prejudice exists 
between black amt brown rats; in 
a few centuries French rats may 
be eating German ones, or Nazi 
rats hunting down Communist or 
Jewish ones. However, the author 
aoubts whether such a degree of 
civilization is within the capacity 
of a mere animal. 

It takes 12 chapters for Mr. 
Zinsser to get around to the sub¬ 
ject of his discourse but his saun- 
terings into the field of art, the 
method of modern biography and 
the history of infectious diseases 
are interesting. Bacteriology is 
to him the most sporting field of 
endeavor in today’s world. An in¬ 
quisitive reader will enjoy "Rats, 
Lice and History," as something

With all experts predicting that this year's season will be as good 
as last year's was bad, California’s trout fishermen “cast-off” in hun¬ 
dreds of lakes and streams today. 

While the several varieties of ocean fishing overshadow the lake 
and stream sport in Orange county, the Southland offers many good 
spots for the trout fishermen: San 
Diego county likewise offers little 
of interest to anglers, according to 
officials, but fair catches may be 
had in the Lower Otay, says War¬ 
den Glidden of San Diego, 

Where to Go 

In Southern California, sports¬ 
men were advised to try their luck 
in the San Gabriel river, north, 
east and west forks, Crystal lake, 

San Dimas reservoir, Jackson lake, 
middle and main fork of Lytle 
creek, San Antonio creek, Bear 
creek, Santa Ana river, Green Val¬ 
ley lake. Big Bear lake, Mill creek, 

Santa Ynez river, Ventura river, 
north fork of the San Jacinto 
river, Hemet lake and all streams 
in this section. All these spots 
have been stocked with adult trout 
of from four to eight inches. 

Over 2,000,000 such fish have 
been planted in Southern Califor¬ 
nia lakes and streams. 

In San Diego county all lakes 
and streams were ready for bass 
fishing. 

Local nimrods are expected to 
join the Waltonian exodus by 
trekking chiefly to Riverside 
county. Warden T. R. Jolley at 
Idyliwild reports all streams in 
that sector well stocked with 
adult Loehlaven and water con¬ 
ditions, due to plentiful rains, 
are the best in years. 

Snow creek, Strawberry creek, 

Dark Canyon creek and the north 
fork of the San Jacinto river have 
been especially well planted. 

What to Use 

Grub worms and salmon eggs 
are favored by most opening day 
fishermen for bait. Worms on No. 

10 or No. 12 hooks, Colorado or 
airplane spinners are also liked. 

No. 12 hooks are considered the 
best flies, while the standard pat¬ 
tern spinners with worms on No 
6 hooks and trolling with worms 
on No. 8 hooks and with standard 
pattern flies are also good. 

Other things to know: 

Licenses are required for all 
fishermen over 18; fee for state 
residents is $2, for non-residents, 

$3. Licenses expire December 21. 

Not more than 25 trout, nor 
more than 10 pounds and one 
fish may he taken in one day. 

Not more than one limit may 
be possessed by a person. 

It is unlawful to take any trout 
except by angling. Fishing for 
trout with snag or gaff hooks, set 
lines or with lines having more 
than two attractor blades or more 
than three hooks is unlawful. 

The theory of saving trout is to 
keep them cool, clean, dry and 
away from the air. 

Use a good trout basket, not 
a sack, (lean fish as soon as 
possible, wash and hang up to 
dry out. Do not put any more 
water on them. Hang outside 
at night. 

To keep trout several days be¬ 
fore taking them home, lay fish 
out over night to drain, then pack 
in willow boughs or sod grass, a 
layer of fish and a layer of grass. 

Roll them up during the day in 
damp gunny sack and lay out each 
night to air and cool.

Faced wiin the problem of get¬ 
ting part-time jobs for scores of 
high school girls, Counselor Finley 
has asked the community to notify 
her of after-school hour duties, 
Saturday work, or odd jobs for 
which high school students are 
competent, The case cited is but 
one incident of girls wanting to 
aid with family costs. Sometimes 
the father is unable to work. Miss 
Finley avers. In other instances 
a mother is left alone with a num¬ 
ber of smaller children as well as 
the older girl who realizes her re¬ 


sponsibility to share part of the 
burden. 

Afternoons are regularly spent 
by the counselor in finding homes 
in which the girls can work. Per¬ 
sonal inspection of the proposed 
homes is made by Miss Finley 
who concludes her report with a 
follow-up at the termination of 
the job, learning if the employe 
had been successful and what re¬ 
quirements another applicant 
should have. 

The addition of graduation ex¬ 
penses to the regular budgets of 
the students has augmented the 
present problem for Miss Finley. 
Residents who need students to do 
housework and light ironing and 
washing, to help with Saturday 
cleaning, to take care of children, 
to drive cars, to do lawn work 
and gardening, to type, or give 
assistance with any other job are 
asked to call the counselor at the 
high school and she will fill their 
applications.

Alfred Manderscheid plowed 
under his 42 acres of cabbage in 
1933 and 1934 because the market 
price did not equal the cost of 
picking and shipping the heads, 
but this year he will receive a 
gross income from his crop equal 
to or exceeding the value of the 
land on which it was grown. 

Averages and totals cannot be 
computed exactly because all re¬ 
turns are not in, but he approxi¬ 
mated them in this manner— 

Tne 42 acres, southwest of 
Bristol street and Delhi road, 
yielded about 16 tons each for a 
total of 672 tons, or 60 cars. His 
best price received was $92.50 and 
the lowest was $30 for an over 
all average of about $50. Hence, 
the gross income was about $33,- 
000 .

THIRD PARTIES 

(Orange Daily News) 

The hazards of a national cam¬ 
paign are many and the want of 
organization, of working machin¬ 
ery, presents an almost insur¬ 
mountable difficulty for a third 
party. Occasions have been very 
rare on which third party move- 
| ments made any material prog¬ 
ress in a national campaign. 

In the 1912 campaign, it is true 
that a third party under the lead- 
| ership of Theodore Roosevelt was 
j second in electoral votes won in 
the national election. That party 
did not come near winning the 
election, however, and the inci¬ 
dent merely proves the difficul¬ 
ties which beset a third party. 
Roosevelt was one of the most in¬ 
spiring leaders who has ever ap¬ 
peared in American politics. That 
he failed with a third party move¬ 
ment is sufficient proof of the size 
of the task. 

It is realization of these ob¬ 
stacles that makes it improbable 
that either Huey Long or Upton 
Sinclair will be presidential can¬ 
didates next year. The latter has 
said definitely that he will not be 
a candidate although he would 
cordially support anyone who 
could carry the EPIC banner. No 
considerable leader of that kind 
is at present in sight. 

Long is not likely to venture an 
independent campaign, for he is 
a shrewd political student and 
knows the difficulties ahead. His 
political crops have not yet rip¬ 
ened. 

The prospects are, therefore, 
strong that the 19R6 campaign will 
be left to the old parties and will 
be conducted along traditional 

lines.

WHO PAYS? 

(Anaheim Bulletin) 

A conflict has arisen between j 
two branches of the agricultural 
industry—the dairying fraternity 
and the cotton growers. In Cali¬ 
fornia the dairymen seem to have 
gained an advantage for the mo¬ 
ment. 

But who will pay? At whose 
expense is the levy of 10 cents a 
pound on butter substitute made ? j 
And who will benefit most? 

Last year, according to the In- j 
stitute of American Fats and Oils, . 
this nation consumed 8,000,000 
pounds more butter than it pro- j 
duced. That means we had to buy ( 
abroad to make up a shortage, j 
and it is easy to see who bene- j 
fitted there. It is interesting to { 
note that this took place at a time j 
when the national slogan was j 
“plow it under.” 

In 1933 the national consump -1 
tion of butter in this country was 
18.3 pounds per capita, while the 
margarine consumption per cap- [ 
ita for the same year was 1.7 
pounds. 

Those who consumed the mar- ’ 
garine represent the 42 per cent: 
of our population which the United 
States department of labor says j 
is living below the poverty line. 
They could not buy butter if they 
wished, and if they did they obvi¬ 
ously would be merely adding to 
the market in this country for 
butter produced abroad. 

Dairymen well may gloat over j 
the legislative victory In Califor¬ 
nia. Their satisfaction must come j 
more from the victory than from 1 
benefits they will receive. 

Coercive trade legislation rarely 
is successful. It cannot be bene¬ 
ficial when it does not consider 
public welfare. 

Whatever temporary benefits | 
the dairy industry might realize 
through an apparent monopoly 
will be lost through pressure from 
outside producers. 

And in the end the consumer 
will pay the bill.

“ECONOMY” SCHEMES

It now comes out that Governor j 
Merriam and his inside cabinet j 
devised a neat scheme to make the 
state swallow their plans for build¬ 
ing up a 3till more powerful po¬ 
litical machine. The proposal to 
consolidate the entire county road 
system under the state highway j 
department, and the idea of con¬ 
solidating counties, form the meat 
of the scheme. Complaints about 
the failure of the governor and 
his crowd to show economies in 
the budget are met with the de¬ 
mand that the consolidation 
schemes be adopted as “economy” 
measures.

way. Give us more power and 
we’ll give you more economy 
maybe.
